sa NEW YORK—Rabbi Abron Opher withdrew his resignation as 


assistant to the President of the Synagogue Council of America, 

when a program drawn up by the Committee on Scope was unani- 

mously adopted at a meeting of the group last week in New York, 

Rabbi Opher tossed a bombshell into the Jewish community 

recently when he charged that “vested interests” not particularly 
concerned with the survival of Judaism, had gained control of the 
national Jewish organizations and agencies. 
The new program was outlined as follows: 
Stimulation and advancement of religious life in the American 
Jewish community and assistance to world Jewry in agreed 
areas. This would include such activities as: (a) Plans, pro- 
grams and functions that would draw our people to the syna- 
gogue and religious life. (b) Cooperation with organized and 
unaffiliated sections of the Jewish community to achieve this 
purpose in their ranks. (c) Defending the rigth of Jews to ob- 
serve their religion in educational institutions, government 
agences and in industry. (d) Stimulation of religious education, 
both for the young and the adults. (e) Combatting such malprac- 
tices as mushroom synagogues and resort services, freelancing 
in the rabbinate and undignified advertising and soliciting of 
religious institutions, etc. (f) Support of religious needs and in- 
stitutions of European communities. 

2. Representation of the totality of religious life in American 
Jewry: (a) Before the government. (b) Within Jewish secular 
agencies, philanthropic, educational and defense organizations. 
(c) In cooperation with the Federal Council of Churches and 
the National Catholic Welfare Conference. (d) In such civic 
endeavors which require religious representation, as the Scout 
movement, Veterans Associations, etc. 

. To speak for the whole of Jewry in religious matters to the com- 
munity: (a) in radio. (b) In Holy Day messages and other oc- 
casions where the message of Judaism as a whole should be 
presented to the country. (c) In calling upon the community to 
observe special occasions. (d) In contact with similar religious 
leaderships of European and other Jewish communities in re- 
ligious matters. 

. Defense: The whole field of the defense of Jewish religious be- 
liefs and practices which would include such areas as text books, 
stage, screen and radio, literature, pulpit and rostrum and legis- 
lation, where Judaism is attacked. This would involve a whole 
department to work independently but in close cooperation with 
the secular defense agencies. 

. Interfaith activities—which would involve cooperation with 
Christians on religious activities such as Bible Week, Family

The most serious of the two in 
cidents took place when vandals 
entered the Temple Israel here, 
removed a Torah from the Ark 
and proceeded to destroy it and 
its covering. The Torah was one 
of the last to have come out of 
Germany, having been brought 
here by Rabbi Max Nussbaum, 
when he left Berlin in 1938. 
Torah Ripped to Pieces 

The Scroll was ripped to pieces 
and its covering was torn into 
shreds. 

On the Temple walls, the cul- 


prits left the scrawling, “Der 
Juden Parasite’ (The Jewish 
Parasite), and nearby they pen- 


ciled two large swastikas. 


In the second anti-Jewish occur- 
rence, a flaming cross was burned 
on the lawn of the Zeta Beta Tau 
house on the campus of the Uni:- 
versity of Southern California. 

Stanley Schlesinger, one of the 
members of the Jewish fraternity, 
was returning to the house at 2 
clock in the morning when he 
was shocked by the burning cross.

Papers Wouldn’t Print Statement 


In a paid advertisement in Springfield newspapers, after they 
refused to print his statements in the news columns, Shea has blasted 
Protestants by name, and Jews by inference, for their campaign 
to unseat Brunton from the chairmanship at the all-important time 
when the city seeks a new superintendent of schools to replace Dr, 
John Granrud, who resigned almost a year ago after a mud-slinging 
campaign against him. 

Shea classified the Springfield Plan “as much over-exploited,” 
and declared it had been “self-advertising” for Dr. Granrud. 

“The Springfield Plan,” he said, ‘ostensibly has as its purpose 
the obliteration of racial and religious prejudice and discrimination, 
especially as it applies to two certain large elements in our com. 
munity life.” 

“The abstract principle is a noble one but it unfortunately fore. 
doomed to be a failure to a large extent, I regret to have to admit 
as it would effect the element in our midst who are most in need 
and deserving of fair play and justice because of an un-Christian. 
like prejudice against their color.

privileges should be withdrawn because it discriminated against Jew- 
ish and Italian applicants. for admission, was being studied by the 
rules committee of the City Council following a hearing last week. 





A survey conducted by the 
American Jewish Congress, 
whose president, Rabbi Stephen 
§. Wise, has been in the forefront 
of the fight, was offered by Dr. 
Alexander H. Pekelis of the New 
School for Social Research. The 
statistics indicated that the per- 
centage of Jewish enrollment de- 
clined form 46.92 in 1920 to 6.4 in 
1940. Dr. Pekelis said that the 
percentage has increased since 
1940 but has never exceeded 12 
since that year. 


Columbia Heads Deny Charge 

Statements by Frank D. Fack- 
enthal, Acting President of Co- 
jumbia University, and Dr. Wil- 
lard C. Rappleye ,dean of its Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, 
denying discrimination against ap- 
plicants for admission because of 
race, color or creed, were read into 
the record. 

The Fackenthal statement de- 
clared that “Columbia University 
has always deen, and now iis, 
strongly opposed to any discrim- 
nation whatever against any per- 
gon by reason of his race, color 
or creed.” The statement went 
on, “The College of Physicians 
and Surgeons accepts only from 
100 to 110 students each year, 
from a total of approximately 1,- 
500 applicants, so that nearly 1,- 
400 must be rejected annually. 
Some of those rejected, it was 
declared, would inevitably at- 
tribute their rejection to errone- 
ous causes. 

Dear Rappleye’s statement de- 
glared that applicants for admis- 
sion to the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons were judged on the 
basis of “highest promise of be- 
¢foming sound, ethical, well-train- 
ed and competent practitioners of 
medicine and leaders in the medi- 
eal profession, with constant em- 
phasis on their responsibility to 
existing medical needs of the 
country.” 


Catholic Body in Fight 

Other supporters of the at- 
tempt to force a change in the uni- 
yersity’s admission practices were 
Frank C. Serri of the Catholic 
Group for Human Rights; Dr. 
Adolph M. Koch, president of the 
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Essex College of Medicine of 
Newark, N. J., Dr. Robert S. Wil- 
kinson of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People; John Donoghue of 
the Teachers Guild; Miss Rose 
Rusell of the Teachers’ Union, 
C10; William Weiss of the Syna- 
Bogue Council of America, and 
geveral New York City members 
of the State Legislature. 

The rules committee plans to 
submit its findings to an execu- 
tive committee meeting of the 
City Council.

Lelyveld Finally Hits 
Council For Attlee Aid

BROOKLYN, N. Y.—Rabbi Ar- 


thur J. Lelyveld, director of the 
Committee on Unity for Palestine 
of the Zionist Organization of 
America, who heretofore refrain- 
ed from publicly attacking the 
American Council for Judaism, 
last week accused the Council of 
lining up with “those who.-are de- 
liberately stalling” the transfer of 
100,000 European Jews to Pal- 
estine. 


The rabbi asserted that Lessing 
J. Rosenwald, Council president, 
in a letter to President Truman, 
had supported statements of Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Attlee against 
implementation of one recommen- 
dation of the report of the Anglo- 
American Committee of Inquiry 
before a decision is taken on the 
report “as a whole.” The letter 
was described by the Unity Com- 
mittee Director as an appeal to 
Mr. Truman to reverse his posi- 
tive stand for the unconditional 
transfer of 100,000 Jews to Pal- 
estine. 


“The President,” he added, “has 
made a wise distinction between 
the necessity for immediate ful- 
fillment of the Inquiry commit 
tee’s major recommendation and 
the need for further consideration 
of the committee’s long-term pro- 
posals, 


“The anti-Zionist council’s letter 
deals a cruel blow to those help- 
less men, women and children 
who seek desperately to find their 
way to the one land that promises 
them surcease and the hope of 
a dignified future—Palestine. 
Their rescue cannot wait upon the 
intermediate wrangling of vested 
interests which seek to control 
Palestine’s future.” 


Rabbi Lelyveld hailed portions 
of the committee’s report which 
he said “constituted the most vig- 
orously written endorsement of 
Zionism that has ever been set 
down by any government agency.” 





Armed Jews, Arabs 
Deterrent to Conflict

BOSTON—A warning against 
“the impracticability of trying to 
disarm either the Jews or the 
Arabs at this time” was voiced 
here by Frank W. Buxton, a 
member of the Anglo-American 
Inquiry Committee on Palestine, 
speaking at a private dinner. He 
expressed confidence in the abil- 
ity of the rank and file Jews and 
Arabs to dwell together in Pal- 
estine in peace. 

Mr. Buxton, editor of the Bos- 
ton Herald, said that the pres- 
ence of well-armed semi-military 
groups in both camps was a de- 
terrent, rather than an _ invita- 
tion to open conflict in Palestine, 
and that killings of Jews and 
Arabs in the past have been due 
to the fact that the Arabs were 
armed while the Jews were de- 
fenseless. 

“From personal interviews 
with many scores of persons in- 
timately associated with the 
scenes of strife,” he said, “I feel 
sure of the ability of the great 
bulk of Arabs and Jews to live 
in harmony. I actually saw in- 
stances of Jews and Arabs living 
side by side in many parts of that 
restless land, while treating each 
other with neighborly respect.” 








Council Attempt to Organize Veterans Abortive | 





100,000 Would be Held 
Up by Council Wishes

NEW YORK—President Tru- 
man was urged by the American 
Council for Judaism to act upon 
the report of the Anglo-American 
inquiry committee “as a whole.” 
In a memorandum submitted by 
its president, Lessing Rosenwald, 
the council pointed out that the 
recommendation of the committee 
that 100,000 Jews be admitted to 
Palestine is organically related 
to all other proposals. 


“What service would be render- 
ed to the 100,000 displaced Jews 
by merely transferring thenr from 
an unhappy post-war atmosphere 
to a tense, potential pre-war en- 
vironment?” the memorandum 
said. “The crackle of gunfire, the 
bursting of hand grenades, the 
bombing of buildings, the barbed 
wire enclosures of a military en- 
campment do not constitute an at- 
mosphere suitable for those deep- 
ly injured men, women and chil- 
dren. They must be removed to 
a land of peace. To urge their 
transfer to Palestine without re- 
gard for the other recommenda- 
tions would only give the appear- 
ance of solving a problem without 
actually considering the fate of 
the human beings who constitute 
that problem. 


The memorandum added that 
“no greater disservice can be done 
to the judicious findings of the 
able and sincere men who com- 
posed the committee than to mu- 
tilate their recommendations by 
fragmentary action; by breaking 
up the unified co-ordinated struc- 
ture they have reared of human- 
itarian visions, political wisdom 
and high-minded aspirations for 
peace.” 





U. S. Scientists Sail 
For Rehovoth Meet

NEW YORK—An attempt by the American Council for Juda- 
ism to organize New York war veterans behind their organization 
backfired at Temple Emanuel last Thursday evening, when a 
group of some sixty vets, attending by invitation, vigorously re- 
pudiated the anti-Zionist assertions of Elmer Berger, who ad- 
dressed the meeting. 

No formal vote was taken, but any intention of the Council 
sponsors to enroll members or organize a veterans’ group was 
abandoned when it quickly became clear during the question period 
that the great majority of the veterans present dissented. Other 
speakers included Rabbi Nathan A. Perilman of Temple Emanuel, 
and Henry A. Loeb, who presided. 


Rabbi Berger affirmed his hearty approval of the Anglo- 
American Committee report, regretting that insufficient publicity 
had been given. to those sections of the report which effectively 
stated the Council’s program. He declared that he favored adoption 
of the report, not in p2rt, but in toto. 


Rabbi Berger Says Council Has No Religious Program 


Queried as to the positive religious program of the Council he 
said: “The Council is not interested in a religious program, but in 
a political and social program. I don’t know if the Council will 
ever adopt a program of religious activity per se. It may or may 
not.” 

Some veterans at the meeting, honestly uninformed, expressed 
lack of knowledge regarding the Zionist program, but made it 
clear that they could not endorse the Council, which seemed to be 
based on a program of oppositicn only, without any positive, con 
structive elements. 

Men who had served in the European Theatre of Operations, 
many of whom had spent considerable time in and near concen- 
tration camps and death chambers, arose to give voice to the de- 
mands of the survivors for transfer to Palestine, and rejected as 
unfeasible anti-Zionist claims that refugees should be sent else- 
where, 


Asked about Gerald L. K. Smith’s statement that Rabbi Berger 
is a “good Jew,” the executive director of the Council declared that 
he was not the least bit interested in what Smith said. 

Rabbi Berger was asked what he thought of the differentiation 
made by the National Committee for Hebrew Liberation between 
the Hebrews, who live in Palestine, and Jews, residing in the 
Diaspora. “Would this not resolve the anxiety of American anti- 
Zionists who fear lest Zionism endanger their security in this 
country?” the veteran queried. 


Didn’t Believe Non-Jew Would Accept Differentiation 


The speaker answered that if he had any faith in the ability 
of the world to make the distinction between Hebrew and Jew 
he might be interested in the Bergson program, but he doubted 
that non-Jews would recognize or accept that distinction. . 

An attempt by one of the audience to introduce a resolution 
expressing the view of the assembled veterans that every effort 
should be made to expedite the sending of 100,000 refugees to Pal- 
estine, and the creation there of a Jewish National Homeland was 
roundly applauded, but the resolution was rejected by the chair- 
man on the grounds that the meeting could not accept a state- 
ment which was contrary to the accepted program of the Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism. 

Despite the obvious dissent of the overwhelming majority of 
veterans present with the Council program, the meeting was con- 
ducted in orderly and dignified manner. Ten or a dozen non-veteran 
members of the Council constituted the remainder of the audience.

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LACK OF OBSERVANCE DOESN'T SHOW 


IRRELIGION OF CHALUTZIM, RABBI SAYS 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

The letter by Mr. Samuel Edel- 
man, bitterly deploring the ap- 
pauling irreligiousity among 
Chalutzim in Palestine, is very 
intriguing. One wonders what 
kind of religion did the gentleman 
miss in the colonies. Was it rit- 
ualc and ceremonies, like tales 
and tefilin, kosher meat, mikvehs, 
traditional divorces (gitin) etc.? 
Obviously, the absence of these 
observances could hardly bother 
one who so rapturously embraces 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism. Mr. Edelman did certainly 
nct miss among the chalutzim a 
fanatical zeal for social justice, 
or a readiness to sacrifice for 
their brethren, or a hatred for 
biack marketeering and specula- 
tion, as well as many other ob- 
jectives of the “good way of liv- 
ing,” for which every religion 
labors and yearns. 


Maybe he missed the well-mean- 
ing preacher with the beautifully 
polished sermons, exhorting his 
people to follow these same ob- 
jectives. If sermons were only a 
little more effective and people 
would only practice a little of the 
preaching, instead of adjourning 
to a pinochle game or an evening 
of grand gossiping, not to men- 
tion other more_ unpalatable 
vices! I am a rabbi myself and 
I ought to know what is going 
on in our “religious” society. 
However, regardless of the merits 
or de-merits of preaching as an 
institution, what need could the 
chalutzim in the colonies have: for 
this institution? After all, Mr. 
Edelman will not deny that they 
do practice the tenets of religious 
living in thousand and one ways. 
They refuse themselves some ne- 
cessities of life which we consider 
essential for personal well-being, 
in order to provide facilities for 
living for fellow-Jews from other 
lands. They sent parachutists to 
rescue people from gas-chambers. 
Where is the democrat, who man- 
ifested even one hundredth of the 
solidarity, so prevalent in the col- 
- onies, in behalf of the victims of 
fascism? 


We, adherents of tredition, 
have a bitter quarrel with the 
chalutzim, because we consider 


kashruth, the Sabbath in its tra- 
ditional form of observance and 
all the other rituals, not as folk- 
ways to be arbitrarily discarded 
with changing conditions, but as 
divine precepts which sanctify 
and elevate life We are not voci- 
ferously condemning the chalut- 
zim for not using kosher meat, 
let’s say, for, we realize that often 
these young men and women go 
without meat altogether. That 
holds true for many other things, 
as well. 

As to Mr, Edelman’s objections 
to Jewish nationalism, he is un- 
questionably entitled to his in- 
terpretation of what he wants 
Judaism to be. No quarrel on 
that score. To my way of think- 
ing, no Judaism can be meaning- 
ful and inspirational without the 
religious fervor .of those who 
lived and died with “Hear O Is- 
rael” on their lips. But why pious- 
ly involve that which is most 
sacred and choicest in human ex- 
perience into a nervous contro- 
versy of assimilation versus 
group survival? 

No less intriguing is Mr. Edel- 
man’s contention that the ma- 
jority of Zionist leaders in Amer- 
ica are irreligionists and agnostics. 
A good many of the leaders, if 
not the majority of them, are 
graduates of the Hebrew Union 
College. Does Mr. Edelman men 
to slur that school for letting ag- 
nostics parade in the mantle of re- 


ligious leaders and teachers in 
some of the largest pulpits in the 
country? And by the way, did 
any American ambassador of the 
Jewish faith in the Near East 
ever pay a visit to Yemen to find 
out how brotherly the Moslems 
treated their Jewish neighbors 
there, even before the advent of 
Zionism? 

Rabbi Benjamin Schultz quoted 
some excerpts from the Jewish 
press to show that anti-Soviet 
sentiment is mounting among our 
people. I am fairly well familiar 
with the spirit and temper of that 
press and I would, therefore, rec- 
ommend caution in expresson 
against the Moscow giant, who is 
always suspicious that behind 
every shade of criticism lurks an 
anti-Communistic and anti-USSR 
conspiracy. The Jews east of the 
Stettin-Trieste line stand to loose 
a great deal if the USSR should 
have the faintest suspicion that 
American Jewry is “ganging up” 
on them. Let’s wait without get- 
ting excited. For the time being, 
all the flirtations with the Arabs 
were flatly denied. Besides, Jew- 
ish Palestine won’t gain much 
from an outspoken and_ unre- 
strained condemnation of the 
Kremlin’s power politics, on our 
part, as long as other powers play 
the same foul game. If we cannot 
persuade the bear to be neutral, 
let’s not irritate him to putting 
his claws on our all too weak 
spinal cord in the organism of 
international relations,

INTER-MARRIAGE, ASSIMILATION, LOW 


BIRTH RATE ENDANGER SURVIVAL 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

In writing this letter I am hop- 
ing that someone among your 
readers will disagree with my ob- 
servations and will prove I am 
wrong. 

Frankly I am worried by the 
news I have been reading in the 
recent issues of The Post. The 
Jewish people have always had 
problems but the foremost prob- 
lem has been the preservation of 
Judaism itself. To date it has 
successfully maintained a line 
reaching back from Abraham. 
That line is thin and tenuous in 
some places, but it is continuous. 
The question now is, how much 
longer will that line be extended. 

Other readers must be worried 
as I am. The loss of our six mil- 
lion European brethren, among 
them the segments most deeply 
entrenched in Judaism, is a blow 
which rocks our very foundations. 
On top of this we read in Dr. 
Lewis’ column these conclusions 
on the status of Jews in Soviet 
tussia: “The truth about the 
Jews in Russia is that they are 
the victims of an inexorable pol- 
icy of assimilation and that with- 
in fifty years or more they will 
utterly disappear.” 

I would like to be able to label 
these statements false, or at least 
exaggerations, but after having 
spoken to a Jewish friend who 
lived in Russia until 1925 and has 
recently traveled through that 
country again, I find only con- 
firmation of the above _ state- 
ments. 

If we lose Russian Jewry, an- 
other fourth of our body will be 
gone—we will be only eight mil- 
lion people instead of the sixteen 
million that we were such a short 
time ago. But if Soviet Russia’s 
policy is assimilation for the 
Jews, what of the countries now 
under Soviet domination? The 
news reports from Czechoslovakia 
reveal that the pattern is the 
same. The government demands 
assimilation and, according to the 
news we recently received on in- 
ter-marriages and conversions in 
Bohemia and Moravia, the Jews 
are complying. Thus, even the 
preservation for Judaism of the 
majority of those one-and-a-half 
millions escaping Nazism is im- 
periled. 

How about those who escaped 
to America and England? The 
word from Cecil Roth in England 
is that large numbers of the Ger- 
man refugees have already inter- 
married and assimilated. In 
America, too, we have seen many 
examples of refugees who have 
completed the process of assimil- 
ation that Hitler had temporarily 
interrupted. But if America can- 
not hold certain refugees to Juda- 
ism, how it is faring with its 
native-born sons of Israel? Again, 
if we believe what we read we 
are shocked. I am referring to 
the recent survey of Jewish stu- 
dents at Yale, showing that less 
than fifty percent want to live as 
Jews and feel that desirability of 
a continued Jewish existence. 
Only thitry-four percent objected 
to mixed marriages. 

These figures, hard and cold as 
they are, make us wish to refute 
them. I wish I could. But for 
the past ten years I have been 
active in University life, and I can 
only substantiate themi. It may 
well be that the Yale students 
are farther along in their assim- 
ilatory channels than Jewish boys 
on other campuses but the direc- 
tion is the same. 

In some respects the survey 
findings appear contradictory. 
For example, eighty-two percent 
expressed themselves in favor of 
an intensive Jewish education. 
While this sounds indeed encour- 
aging, the facts reveal time and 
again that these are empty words, 
for not one in ten of the above 
eighty-two percent would be wil- 
ling to give even one hour of his 


time and effort each week to 
studying Jewish history, religion, 
or culture. Is Palestine the Only 
place on earth where Jews want 
to remain Jews, where we don’t 
have to fear assimilation? 

But even if the Yale survey is 
not representative of American 
Jewish youth, we have other reg. 
sons to fear for the preservation 
of American Judaism. If Juda. 
ism is to remain a living faith, 
a living culture, it must have aq. 
herents. Numbers again plague 
us as they have every nation. If 
thé biological increase of a popu. 
lation is not great enough, the 
population will eventually die out, 
According to present-day figures, 
every marriage must produce an 
average of 3.4 offspring if the 
population is to remain constant. 
If two people produced two off. 
spring, the population would the. 
oretically remain unchanged, but 
early deaths, childless marriages, 
unmarried, persons, etc., raise 
the number required to just main- 
tain the population to 3.4 children 
per family. How many Jewish 
families do you know with four 
or more children; how many oth- 
ers do you know with one or two? 
The Jew is not in those classes 
of the population, farmers and 
laborers, that produce large fam. 
ilies. All our parents and grand. 
parents had much larger families 
than we today. 

Therefore what is.our future? 
We are decreasing biologically, 
We are assimiliating at an ever. 
increasing rate. We do not ae. 
quire new adherents by evangel- 
ism—Christianity will convert 
millions in Japan and the Orient 
during the next few years, the 
Jews none. We do not have a re. 
ligion that holds its adherents by 
the fear motive, which is so suc. 
cessful in other religions: fear of 
the hereafter, fear of daily judg. 
ment, fear associated with super. 
stitions. 

We no longer have a religion 
which inspires powerful emotion. 
al response. We no longer believe 
in or expect divine intervention 
in our daily life. We no longer 
have the same religion that pre. 
served Judaism in days gone by. 
We no longer have the same so- 
cial system that kept Jews to- 
gether, and apart from the rest 
of Creation. 

Social, political, economic, and 
biological forces are dwindling 
our numbers.

The immigrants, including 600 Jews, were collected from displaced persons camps and sailed 
from Bremenhaven, Germany, on May 11. All are survivors of cael in concentration compe ans

Many of the arrivals. were 
greeted by relatives and friends 
where they will find homes and 
shelter until they make other ad- 
justments. But the group con- 
tained about seventy orphaned 
children with no place to go to. 
The first to leave the boat were 
the orphans under eighteen. 

Find Sister Believed Dead 

One of the most stirring 
scenes at the pier took place 
when seven members of the Mey- 
er family, once of Stuttgart, came 
to meet Meta Meyer, a sister. 
Some of the Meyer family fled 
Germany as early as 1939. One of 
the sisters reached New York 
with her husband only a few 
weeks ago. During the interim 
none knew the whereabouts of 
the others, fearing the worst and 
hoping for the best. But one by 
one the members of the Meyer 
family emerged from the land of 
the dead, until the reunion with 
Meta, who had been in a concen- 
tration camp in Riga. 

Among the arrivals were sev- 
eral survivors of the battle of the 
Warsaw Ghetto. One of them, the 
25-year-old Michael Kupperwas- 
ser, fought with the Polish Divis- 
ion in the Red Army. Another, 
20-year-old Rosa Gruenberg, told 
how she was forced by the Nazis 
to look on while her sister was 
being hanged. Even as she watch- 
ing her sister dying, she told 
hewspapermen, she made up her 
mind to avenge the bestiality of 
the Nazis, Later she blew up a 
power plant at a crematorium, 
killing 50 Nazis . She is to make 
her home with an uncle, Isadore 
Green of Chicago.

8 pam Stabbed, 1-Shot

LONDON—HEight displaced 
Jews were stabbed this week by 
Polish DP’s during a football 
match at the former Bergen-Bel- 
sen concentration camp, where 
both groups are quartered, and 
another Jew was shot by uni- 
formed Polish members of the 
camp police, it was revealed here. 


Norbert Willheim and Bernard 
Laufer, members of the Central 
Jewish Committee at Belsen, who 
have just arrived here, said that 
the man who was shot, a Jewish 
hut leader at a training farm 
near the camp, is in serious con- 
dition. They also disclosed that 
four Polish police entered the 
Jewish section of the camp brand- 
ishing pistols. They were ° ar- 
rested by Jewish police, who 
found that one of the four had 
been involved in an attack in 
February on three members of 
the Jewish Central Committee. 


Following the attacks, Wili- 
heim said, the situation at the 
camp, which has been rapidly de- 
teriorating, grew acute and the 
camp leaders are concerned over 
whether they can hold the DP’s 
in check. As a temporary meas- 
ure he stated, the camp adminis- 
tration was urged to arm Jewish 
police to the same extent that 
the Poles are armed and to as- 
sign a unit of the Jewish Bri- 
gade to guard duty at Belsen. 





Jews Charge Holland 
Won't Give Up Orphans

The family originally came from 
Bozejowice near Hohensalza in 
Prussian Poland. Later they set- 
tled in Mecklenberg, Germany, 
where the name was germanized 
into Bassewitz. The meaning of 
the name is “God’s Town.” 

The reason Jews adopted this 
Christian name is that they 
wished to express their gratitude 
to Magnus von Bassewitz who 
was the governor of Prussia and 
rendered the Jews many kind- 
nesses early in the 19th century. 
Your ancestor who first took the 
name must have been among 
those to whom Bassewitz was 
kind.

ATURALLY, I read with a great deal of interest your column 


on Jewish veterans. At first, I was a little bit taken back 
because you had written your column without turning to anyone in 
the Jewish War Veteran’s organization to state its side of the case. 
I know of your reputation as a newspaper man, and I have a feeling 
that that would have been the course of a good reporter. Appar- 
ently, you thought otherwise. I can only register my regret at your 
procedure, and because of that ask, in a spirit of fair play, for space 
to comment on your column, 

Don’t for a moment suppose that anything that you wrote in 
your column is new. I wish there were something new in it that 
would give us pause and lead us to rethink the problem. Alas, your 
story is full of ancient and slightly molded observations. 

Maybe it will shock’you if I tell you that, in a certain sense, I 
agree with the column. I looked forward to a time when there will 
not be a Jewish Veteran’s organization. In fact, I look forward to a 
time when, because the world will be living in peace, there will not 
be any need for any veteran’s organization in the United States. 
After all, why a veteran’s organization? Veterans are Americans, 
why not a general organization? Why break up the American people 
into veterans and non-veterans?

AND I GO FURTHER in my agreement with you. 

Why is there a Jewish press on which you are a Jewish col- 
umnist? Jews are normal people and they can turn to the general 
press and their general columnists. Why create that kind of a 
ghetto? 

Why a Jewish hospital? A hospital is for the sick; and sickness 
knows no distinction of race or creed. 

Why a Jewish community center? A community should be one. 
It should be united by its common elements, not divided along racial 
and religious lines. 

Why Jewish relief organizations? Relief for human suffering 
is not a matter for segregation. There is no Jewish or Catholic or 
Protestant kind of suffering. There is only human suffering. Why 
then raise relief funds specificially for Jewish purposes? 

And why Jewish defense organizations against anti-Semitism? 
We all know that anti-Semitism is only an opening wedge for an 
attack on democracy as a whole. A democracy isn’t the concern 
only of Jews. Why, then, Jewish defense organizations? : 

I write you all of this, Mr. Segal, because we’re not so far be- 
hind the times as not to know that line of thinking—and the sound 
objectives that lie behind it. 

We know them; but we maintain that so long as the world is 
no Utopia, there is a legitimate place in American democracy for or- 
ganizations along religious lines that serve a useful purpose. 

I'll be the first to recommend that the Jewish War Veteran’s 
organization go out of business, as soon as I see similar steps be- 
ing taken by Jewish newspapers, Jewish community centers, Jewish 
relief organizations and Jewish defense agencies. 

‘LL GO ALONG with that trend. 

But until that blessed time, I can’t for the life of me see why 
the strength that can be brought to the fight against anti-Semitism 
by an organized group of Jewish war veterans shall be denied to the 
Jewish community. 

The job is tremendous, and American Jews must not be hamp- 
ered in creating the institutions and the organizations that can help 
them do that job right. 

This is our fundamental claim. 

We don’t set ourselves up as a permanent institution among 
Jews. But it happens that we are an organization, not only well- 
suited but desperately needed in these times when the voices of 
bigotry and unreason are being heard on every street corner. We 
are not the only ones to recognize that one of the most effective chal- 
lenges to those voices is a dignified, well organized, active organiza- 
tion of American Jewish War Veterans. It’s common knowledge. 

The fact remains that so long as there are problems distinctive 
to Jews, there must be Jewish organizations to cope with them. We 
want to solve these problems, not to make ourselves permanent. The 
Jewish War Veterans make no claims to eternal validity. We think 
that we are justified in the claim that we are serving an immediate, 
useful and practical purpose, here and now. And I would be glad 
to demonstrate to you and to your leaders just how effective the 
Jewish War Veterans are in the fight for understanding and Ameri- 
can unity. 

Make no mistake about it. The battle of the Jews, as of all 
groups, is a battle for public opinion. 

And when it comes to winning sympathetic public opinion, none 
can do it so well as the man or woman who put on his or her 
country’s uniform, shared in the blood and sweat and tears of mili- 
tary and naval service, gave his life, lost his limbs, earned citations 
from his Government and otherwise demonstrated that loyalty to 
the United States was not merely a figure of speech. 

I send this to you as the personal views of someone long associ- 
ated with the Jewish War Veterans of the United States, and,as one 
concerned that the public know all, not just some, of the facts. 
affirmed in an editorial appearing 
in the J.W.V. Reporter, official 
publication of the organization.

AL SEGAL Speaks on A RABBI LOOKS AT JESUS 








HY should a Jew think about Jesus? 

Jesus has been horribly traduced by the 
con@ct of many of those who profess him, yes, 
even by the malicious ways of some of those 
who are ministers at his altar. Do I need to 
mention names? 

I myself sorrow for the tragic misrepre- 
sentation he has suffered by the words and 
deeds of followers. I think of him as another 
of the afflicted Jews. 

He deserves even more of our pity because 
so much evil has been done in his name by 
false men. His personal suffering was but a 
matter of a few hours on a cross. For 2000 
years since then he has been betrayed by pre- 
tenders who have had him piously on their lips 
even while their hearts were black with malice 
and their hands, frequently, red with the blood 
of fellowmen. . 

It is not to be wondered at that Jews—the 
timeless victims of this misrepresentation — 
have looked with fear and suspicion at Jesus 
who was and is their , 
spiritual kinsman. They 
have the inherited mem 
ory of slaughter  per- 
petrated against them on 
Good Fridays, of terror 
on other holy days dedi 
cated to him; they have 
the immediate poignant 
knowledge of today’s 
hate, prejudice and dis 
crimination which set them aside in the Chris- 
tian world. 

Yet many Jews have learned to distinguish 
between Jesus and perfidious men, who in the 
Christian guise, have betrayed his teaching. 
Even while they feel deeply the pain of per- 
secution that they suffer in the Christian 
world, they say, this is not Jesus. This is not 
the gentle Jew who preached the brotherhood. 
This is not the one who uttered the Beatitudes. 
... “Blessed are the peacemakers” .. . “Blessed 
are they who are persecuted” ... This is not 
the giver of the Sermon on the Mount... 
“Whatsoever ye would that men should do unto 
you, even so do ye also unto them; for this is 
the law and the prophets.”

NELSON GLUECK is a young professor of 
the Hebrew Union College at Cincinnati, a 
rabbi who was ordained there. In the recent 
years he hasn’t been in the classroom much. 
He has been digging at the River Jordan. He 
is an archaeologist. He hasn’t been in the pulpit 
at all in these years. 

His book is more than the story of his ex- 
plorations. Out of the shards, the pottery, the 
ruins of dwellings, the tombs, he has recon- 
structed a living civilization. Through the scene 
walk the Jewish prophets and one of them 
is Jesus. 

His story is not only an account of ex- 
ploration in the Jordan valley but also a rev- 
elation of the understanding mind of a Jew 
looking at Jesus at the place of birth, his mis- 
sion and his death. There’s a chapter on Jesus 
in Glueck’s scene of Palestine. 

One finds there the gentle Rabbi Hillel say- 








ing, “Judge not thy neighbor until thou art in 
his place.” 

“And a few years later,” Dr. Glueck observes, 
“another great Jew (Jesus) was to say: ‘Judge 
not that ye be not judged. And why beholdest 
thou the mote that is in thy brother’s eye but 
considerest not the beam that is in thine own 
eye?” , 

Rabbi Hillel was saying: “What is unpleas- 
ant to thyself, that do not to thy neighbor. 
This is the whole law, all else is but exposi- 
tion.” 

“And,” says Dr. Glueck, “Jespis shortly there- 
after was to say: ‘Whatsoever ye would that 
men should do unto you, even so do ye also 
unto them; for this is the law and the pre- 
phets.” 

* * + 

JESUS IS NO ALIEN to Jews in Glueck’s 
Jordan valley. “In the same prophetic 
tradition,” Dr. Glueck relates, “Jesus continued 
to teach and interpret the Torah. Few of his 
generation were more familiar with its basic 
principles and enduring significance than this 
young Rabbi. He answered the lawyer’s ques- 
tion as to how eternal life might be inherited 
by making him recall two Biblical passages, 
the one from Deuteronomy 6-5; ‘Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart and 
with all thy soul and with all thy might’ and 
the other, ‘Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self.’ ” 


Dr. Glueck takes the road to Jericho and 
there finds the ancient stricken stranger, who 
had been attacked by robbers, and the Sa- 


maritan who succored him, after the priest and 
the Levite had passed him by. 

“Which of these three,” Jesus asked, “proved 
neighbor unto him that fell among robbers. 
And he (the lawyer) replied, He that showeth 
mercy to him. Then Jesus said unto him, Go 
thou and do likewise.” 

Yes, this was Jesus the Jew giving out his 
Jewish teaching. Dr. Glueck is no mealy- 
mouthed apologist for the crucifixion. . .. 
“Rome ruled Palestine not only through its 
Pontius Pilates but also through a small 
minority of royalist Jews. They fought among 
themselves for the fat crumbs of position and 
privilege that their masters threw them. Like 
their rules, they resented and feared change, 
abhorred criticism and reproach. 

“The like of these Romans and their pupnets 
manifests itself in every generation and in 
every land. They had sneered at Amos in the 
high place at Beth-El. They had thrust Jer- 
emiah into prison and Jerusalem and subjected 
him throughout his life to such indignities that 
he cursed the day he was born... . £ And of 
Jesus, too, their like said later: ‘He is worthy 
of death.’ And so Jesus was crucified, as many 
other Jews who were accounted dangerous to 
the regime were crucified in his day.” 

For myself I might add that to this hour 
Jesus remains nailed to the cross because many 
who profess him on their lips won’t set him 
free to walk with guidance among men who 
stumble fatally in the current darkness of the 
world. 
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Arabs Charge Canadian 
Zionists With Espionage

MONTREAL, Que.—A _scurri- 
lous attack on Canadian Zionists 
in a recent issue of “The Cana- 
dian Arab,” published by the Ca- 
nadian Arab News Service, was 
refuted in The Canadian Jewish 
Chronicle last week editorially. 

The Chronicle, which devoted 
its entire editorial page to answer 
ing the allegations, castigated the 
Arab service for having written 
that “In Canada, supporters of 
Zionism have been mentioned in 
official Canada’s Government re- 
port as chief espionage agents, 
who collected and even sold valu- 
able information to a foreign pow- 
er ... thank God, no Arab Ca- 
nadians are among them (the ac- 
cused). Arabs do not sell out 
their adopted homeland.” 

(The reference is to the current 
espionage trials in Canada. 
Among those charged with sup- 
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plying secret information to the 
Soviet Union are several persons 
of Jewish extraction, including 
the lone Communist member in 
the House of Commons, Fred 
Rose of Montreal.) 

As to The Canadian Arab’s exul- 
tation, the Chronicle retorted: 
“We would ask this learned edi- 
tor, therefore, to compare the 
Jewish contribution to the Cana- 
dian war effort with that of his 
countrymen, both here and 
abroad. Let him, on the one hand 
consider the fact that the propor- 
tion of Jews in the Canadian 
Armed Forces was greater than 
that of any other ethnic group in 
the Dominion, and on the other 
hand, let him recall the loyalty of 
Iraq, Arab Palestine, Egypt. If

irrelevant, let him recall the scan- 
dal which broke in this city during 
the early years of the war when 
an entire group of Syrians were 
unmasked as being involved in a 
general conspiracy to evade serv:

As for the ac- 
cused in the affair Gousenko, 


they are first Communists. Jews

“T read your little piece about a mother’s 
thoughts and hopes during the kiddush serv- 
ice,’ he said.

father stopped me the other evening. He

All my ideas are silly to him. He doesn’t take 
time to see what I’m doing or to ask me to 
see what he is doing. And then, all of a sudden, 
he expects me to tell him everything that’s on 
my mind. Why should I?” 

So often, the real trouble in these situations 
is that father and son do nothing together. 
Consequently, there is no fellowship between 
them which is after all the basis of all mutual 
understanding. 

If that father were to choose one of his son’s 
hobbies, and tomorrow bring home a piece 
of new equipment and say, “Son, let’s see how 
this works.” he would have taken the first step 
toward that fellowship. 

There is a world of interests to choose from. 
Stamps, model airplanes, boat models, wood 
carving, leather craft or silver work. Or what of 
photography, fishing, basketball? If the fa-

Calls Him When She Lands Here From Siberia

NEW YORK — A 13-year-old 
girl refugee who survived hard- 
ships which brought death to her 
mother and two brothers in 
flight from the Nazis which took 
her to Siberia, arrived in New 
York City this week and is now 
en route to Portland, Ore., to re- 
join her father after a separation 
of eight years. 


The girl is chubby, charming 
Tamara Jaffe, believed to be the 
first refugee child returned from 
Siberia since the war to be re- 
united with a relative in this 
country. Her father is_ Boris 
Jaffe, who fled from his Berlin 
home in 1938 to escape the Ges- 
tapo. After months of effort, Mr. 
Jaffe succeeded in bringing his 
daughter from Siberia with the 
aid of the National Refugee 
Service. 


Gets Thrill Talking To Father 


Immediately after her arrival 
in New York City aboard the SS 
Drottningholm, Tamara had the 
thrill of talking with her father 
for the first time since their sep- 
aration by long-distance  tele- 
phone from the NRS office. 


Tamara was met at the pier by 
several relatives whom she had 
never previously seen and who 
cared for her until she left for 
Portland. The relatives were Ta- 
mara’s aunt and uncle, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jack Shulman, and her 
great-aunt and great-uncle, Mr. 
and Mrs. Eli Moscowitz, all of 
New York City. 

Tamara’s father, who had for- 
merly represented American mo- 
tion picture interests in Berlin, 
settled in Portland soon after 
reaching this country in 1939. Mr. 
Jaffe tried to arrange for the im- 
Migration of his family, but it 
was too late. With the outbreak 
of the war, he lost track of them. 
In 1944, he received word through 
a family friend that his wife, Ida, 
and his two sons, Alexander and 
Jascha, had died suddenly in Si- 
beria. The only surviving mem- 
ber of his family was 11-year-old 
Tamara.

What Foods These Morsels Be

IHESE days when thoughts of the average homemaker are con- 
centrated on spring cleaning, or wardrobe changing—when the 
place smells of mothflakes, you know— it is nice to resort to simple, 
easy menus for the family dinner. One of these is given below—a 
quick-easy dinner you can prepare in’ about 30 minutes, providing 
you take care to have the ingredients in the house. Anyway, it’s a 
“quickie” that doesn’t look or taste like something done in a hurry. 
And it’s full of ali the vitamins that should go into a well planned 
dinner; plus being easy on scarcity items.

Glamor Patties, with Green Peas or Green Beans* 
Sliced Cucumbers on Lettuce, Frezch Dressing* 
“Recipes follow: 
Giamor Patties 

1 lb. chopped beef, or *%4 lb Salt and pepper to taste 

leftover meat, any kind lie lbs. eggplant (6 slices 12-inch 

1 egg thick.) 

2 cups crushed cornflakes or 6 thin slices onion 

other dry cereal, or 42 cup 6% inch thick slices tomato 
bread crumbs 
12 cup soup stock or cold 
water 
Combine chopped meat, egg, cereal, liquid and seasoning and let 
stand 10 minutes while preparing the other items on the menu. Slice 
unpeeled eggplant and place the slices in a well greased shallow pan. 

Sprinkle lightly with salt then lay a slice of onion on each. Form 

the meat into patties the size of eggplant slices and place on onion.* 

Top with a slice of tomato, dust with flour or bread crumbs and 

bake 30 minutes at 375° F or until nicely browned. 

Green Peas or Green Beans should be cooked in very little cold water 
in a tightly covered saucepan over moderate heat for 6 to 8 
minutes before adding salt and a pinch of sugar to peas; 
a pinch of garlic salt or a tiny piece of garlic to green beans 
plus salt. Cover and turn off heat. The steam will do the 
rest. 

Sliced Cucumbers on Lettuce 
Wash the cucumbers and wipe dry. With the tines of a fork or 
the other edge of your potato peeler score the sides o fthe cucumber, 

Lay it on a cutting board to slice thin. You'll like the scalloped edges! 

Arrange on lettuce in a salad bowl or on individual salad plates and 

sprinkle with French Dressing just before serving. 

Prune and Raisin Tricorns 
1 cup pitted soaked prunes 
12 cup seeded raisins 
Grated lemon rind and juice 
te lemon :

Chop prunes and raisins together, not too fine. Combine with 
crumbs, lemon juice and grated rind and add chopped nuts. Then 
cut the shortening into the sifted flour to which salt has been added. 
Add ice water while mixing with a fork, lightly, until flour is com- 
bined into a ball of pastry dough. Roll out % inch thick and cut 
into squares 3 inches in diameter. Place a spoonful of fruit in center 
of each square, fold over and pinch edges together. Pierce the tops 
with a fork after placing on a baking sheet or pan. Bake 10 minutes 
at 375° F or until nicely browned. Brushing tops with cold water 
or diluted egg yolk adds a party touch. These can be baked just 
before removing the Glamor Patties from the oven—merely place 
them on the upper oven shelf and remove to lower shelf after taking 
out the Patties.

T’S A LITTLE early in the year to discuss football but the truth 
I of the matter is many technicians are already deeply engrossed 
in grid work. One such individual, Dave Blumenfeld, a New York 
textile man, leaves shortly to spend a week or two at South Bend, 
Ind., as an instructor on Notre Dame’s huge coaching squad. Dave 
isn’t a coach in the accepted sense but it is true to say that has 
helped win many games for various college and pro teams. 

You see, Dave is one of the few men in the country who 

know how to photography football games. Sounds silly doesn’t it? 

It seems logical that any competent movie photographer should 

be able to screen a football game. Believe me, folks, such isn’t 

the case. Else why would Dave Biumenfeld be going to Notre 

Dame to instruct school cameramen? 

FOOTBALL PHOTOGRAPHY is an art. It isn’t shooting film. 
The camera man must know the game thoroughly. He must anti- 
cipate sequence of plays so that he can make the proper camera 
adjustments. He must catch line play and back field play in the 
same scene and above all must know who to follow with his camera. 
Should the ball carrier be followed by the camera eye, or should 
the blockers and linemen be screened on a long touchdown run? 
Blumenfeld has to make his decision in an instant and catch the 
players who figured in the touchdown run. And he has to catch the 
players the coach is interested in seeing on the screen. 

Blumenfeld’s ability is so well-known today that he is on 
call by leading football mentors. Frank Leahy is bringing him 
to Notre Dame to teach the boys there how to handle the foot- 
ball camera correctly. Louisiana State University wouldn’t 
think of playing anywhere in the East without having Blumen- 
feld squatting behind his cameras in the pressbox. When the 
season gets underway, Dave will act as official photographer for 
the New York Yankees football team. Owner Dan Topping em- 
ployed Dave when he owned the Brooklyn Dodgers.and immedi- 
ately hired him upon joining the All-American Conference. 

DAVE FIRST STARTED experimenting with movies when he 
played with and coached a Health Center basketball team. Only 
eighteen at the time, Dave noticed that despite repeated admonitions 
to plays to correct obvious defects in their playing styles, the boys 
continued to make the same mistakes. ‘They couldn’t see them- 
selves in action and as a result didn’t know what I was talking 
about. I thought to myself that if I only could take movies of the 
kids in action and then showed them their mistakes, they would 
understand what I was talking about. Sure enough, after a look 
at themselves on the screen the boys saw their mistakes and cor- 
rected them in subsequent games.” 

Dave didn’t realize it at the time but a new and interesting 
career was started. In due time, he met coaches, both basketball 
and football, and discussed the possibilities of instruction by 
screening games. Eventually Clair Bee at L.I.U. used him for 
football and basketball, Jock Southerland of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, Curly Lambeau of the Green Bay Packers, Matty Bell 
of Southern Methodist and numerous others asked Blumenfeld 
to screen their games. 

CURLY LAMBEAU of the Packers is the first to attest that his 
club won the 1944 grid title as a result of Dave’s camera. In an 
early season game, the Giants whipped the Packers. Blumenfeld 
screened the game, as usual. In going over the film with Lambeau, 
Dave noticed that the Giants were overplaying Don Hutson and 
were vulnerable to a fake by that great end. In the playoff game, 
Hutson faked the Giants’ secondary out of the ball park. The other 
Packer end and the Packer backs did all the scoring that afternoon. 
Lambeau freely admitted that Blumenfeld’s pictures revealed the 
Giants’ defensive weakness. The Giants also admitted they knew 
they had that weakness but could not do anything about it. The 
Packers played it to the hilt and won handily. 


Blumenfeld devotes considerable time to his movie work. 
In addition to actually shooting the ball game, he sits in on 
quarterback sessions. Once a coach learns that Dave is reliable 
and will not divulge pertinent data, the photographer is per- 
mitted to join the quarterback sessions. By sitting in on these 
confabs, Dave learns play sequences and better yet gets a chance 
to study the individual signal callers. He learns their traits and 
knows fairly well in advance what a quarterback will do in a 
given situation. As a result, he can prepare his cameras accord- 
ingly. 

A FEW YEARS AGO, Dave was asked to,lecture on movie 
photography at Clair Bee’s coaching school. The leading football 
mentors were present as Blumenfeld described how pictures should 
be taken. The coaches were amazed and openly admitted after the 
lecture that they had learned quite a bit from the lens snapper. 
Coaches who had given up in disgust on grid movies decided to give 
it another chance. Their own photographers were asked to write 
Blumenfeld to query him on their difficulties. To this day, the Wash- 
ington Redskin cameraman calls Blumenfeld to straighten him out 
on a perplexing movie problem. 

After the lecture at the Clair Bee clinic, Dick Harlow of 
Harvard was asked to demonstrate part of his system. Before 
he darkened the lights, Harlow apologized for the quality of his 
film. “I thought we did a fairly decent job on this print,” Har- 
low explained, “but after hearing Dave talk I must ask you to 
consider the film for what it is worth and not look for the errors 
Dave said you find in the average footbafl film. * am certain my 
film contains glaring mistakes already outlined by Dave.”

The Editor's Chair, 


One of the big shots of one of 
our national Jewish organiza- 
tions, who for a change happens 
to be a close friend, has con- 
tinually chided me because our 
paper takes “cracks” at his or- 
ganization from time to time. I 
have pointed out to him that it 
has been only rarely that I have 
ever attacked his organization, 
and that most of the criticism 
has come from our contributing 
columnists and letter-writers, a 
point he has conceded. 

But recently at the convention 
of his group this friend minced 
no words in lambasting the ses- 
sions, using some meaningful 
words which the postoffice would 
not allow us to print. It was per- 
fectly proper for him to express 
a healthy disgust for some. as- 
pects of his organization’s Ac- 
tivities, but for me to be honest 
and say the same thing, would 
be an “undeserved” or “unwar- 
ranted” attack.

The item in this chair last 
week about the new method of 
organizing a synagogue adopted 
when a group headed by Louis 
Leventhal placed an ad in The 
Exponent, of Philadelphia, an- 
nouncing the meeting to form the 
new congregation, has an added 
angle this week. It turns out that 
two groups were planning to 
organize congregations in the 
central city area of that city. The 
one which was reported here last 
week, was to be a Conservative 
congregation, and the other 
plans to affiliate with the Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions and has already invited 
Rabbi Joseph Klein to become 
spiritual leader. Still, the first 
group, according to The Expon- 
ent has named a committee to 
contact that second group “in an 
endeavor to unify the two ef- 
forts.” The Reform group an- 
nounced that: “The rabbi and 
cantor will wear hats and Tal- 
lesim, and . . . The wearing of 
hats in the synagogue will be op- 
tional.”

I was sitting in the office of a 
leading Jewish newspaperman 
about six months ago when his 
12-year-old son walked in. After 
he left and I had inquired about 
the boy’s age, I remarked by 
way of conversation’ that the 
scion would soon be bar mitzvah. 
Had I been other than a news- 
paperman, I would have shown 
shock when the reply was that 
the boy showed no inclination to 
prepare for such an event and 
that probably there would be no 
bar mitzvah. 

This past week I pitked up one 
of the 300-odd bulletins rabbis 
are kind enough to send me and 
Saw an announcement about him 
which read: “We felicitate this 
new Son of the Commandment, 
and we know that this ceremory 
will be a meaningful and memor- 








able event in his spiritual life. We 
are confident he will follow in the 
footsteps of his distinguished par- 
ents who are leaders.” -

THE COLUMN 
WITHOUT A NAME 


There is a terrifying situation 
at the University of Illinois. It 
concerns itself with the deep and 
wide-spread prejudice that exists 
there. What is the use of spend- 
ing millions of dollars on good 
will and interfaith work, if at the 
seats of learning like Illinois and 
Columbia, anti-Semitism and 
other prejudices grow like mush- 
rooms? 

Now, the trouble centers about 
the inability of Jewish girls to get 
places in which to live. Some of 
the independent boarding homes 
in which they have been living, 
have decided to sell their proper- 
ties to non-Jews only. The effect 
of this will be to leave the Jewsih 
girls that make their homes 
there, homeless. Most of the 
boarding homes that are operated 
by non-Jews are closed to Jewish 
girls. The only reason—prejudice. 
We have it on the best of au- 
thority that even now, Jewish 
girls are paying more for room 
and board than are the others. 
They simply are not wanted. 
Some of the mothers are in tears, 
because their daughters will have 
to quit college. 

Apparently the Hillel author- 
ities in Champaign are unable to 
cope with the situation. It ap- 
pears that Hillel is centering its 
greatest efforts on the operation 
of classes and on holding of Serv- 
ices, and leaving the important 
matter of housing and living, to 
chance. 

Here is a matter of direct ne- 
cessity for investigation. There 
is in Chicago a B’nai B’rith Coun- 
cil, which is vitally interested in 
the work of the Jewish students. 
Most of the Illinois girl students 
are from Chicago. Let the Coun- 
cil appoint a committee to inves- 
tigate the situation in Cham- 
paign. Make the investigation an 
independent one. Leave Hillel 
out—it must not be dragged into 
the investigation. But look into 
the matter, and see what the 
trouble is, where the fault lies, 
and what may be done to remedy 
a very terrible situation. 





Certainly one of the last places ~ 


in the world for anti-Semitism 
acts and prejudices should be a 
State supported university.—Dr. 
G. George Fox in The Sentinel. 

Many of us think we will al- 
ways survive. There comes a 
time in human civilization and 
history when even the greatest 
civilizations are wiped out. 
There is no guarantee that we 
Jews will survive. We have sur- 
vived so far because there has 
been a will to survive. Is there 
such a will today? 

In addition to those Jews 
killed, we are losing many of 
our young people even in Eng- 
land and America, where there 
is no physical torture but where 
there is_ spiritual attrition. 
Young boys and girls are not 
ours any longer. Their thoughts 
are drifting into unbaptized 
apostasy.—Rabbi S. M. Lehr- 
man in The Jewish Chronicle. 


Mr. Rosenwald Should Withdraw His Lewer 


ESSING ROSENWALD, president of the 
American Council for Judaism should 
withdraw the letter he addressed to President 
Truman last week urging that none of the rec- 
ommendations in the recent report of the 
Anglo-American Inquiry Commission on Pales- 
tine be implemented without putting into ef- 
fect the entire list of ten recommendations. 

This grave blunder which may delay and 
even finally put off forever the transfer of 
100,000 DPs to Palestine, trades in human lives, 
because obviously some of the recommenda- 
tions in the report are such that they will take 
time to put into effect. 

The Commission members realized this point 
when they distinctly asked for the transfer of 
the 100,000 by the end of- this year, yet Mr. 
Rosenwald would go against this humanitarian 
recommendation even of the British members 
of the body, in order to make a gain in his 
fight against the Zionism. 

The American Council for Judaism had itself 


endorsed President’s Truman’s recommenda- 
tion for the admission of 100,000 DPs to Pal- 
estine, and when at the time many charged the 
Council with insincerity, this paper and others 
were willing to take the Council at its word. 


But now Mr. Rosenwald, who follows the 
news closely and knows what is happening to 
the DPs as they linger hopelessly in Europe, 
is willing to play politics with lives, and the 
fact that he may charge that the Zionists have 
been guilty of the same sin, does not alter the 
indictment. 


The chances are that when President Tru- 
mah read Mr. Rosenwald’s letter, he must 
have had a few bad moments. If Mr. Rosen- 
wald does not alter his position, he will have 
committed that grave error patient Zionists 
have predicted he would make if given enough 
time, and certainly the membership of the 
Council, unless it is thoroughly inhuman, will 
protest the action of its officers. 


‘Spend Shevuoth And Decoration Day At Our Resort” 


HE Synagogue Council of America, in its 
latest listing of areas in which it will 
work, lists that of resort services and much- 
room synagogues in one, and the combining of 
the two evils as one is well warranted despite 
the attempt on the part of some resort owners 
to seek to escape censure by classing them- 
selves above those resorts whose facilities for 
worship may be less impressive. 

The advertisements now read, “Mark Dec- 
oration Day and Shevuoth at... resort or 
hotel.” 

Of course, the resort owners would be wast- 


ing their money on buying space in news- 
papers if Jewish people -did not respond to 
these advertisements. 

But if the resorts were sincere, and wished 
merely to provide the religious service for 
those who were spending vacations at the time 
of the minor holidays, then they would not 
advertise the services as a “come on.” At major 
holidays, such as Passover and the High Holi- 
days, if the resort owners had any concern 
about religion, and if the Jews had any self 
respect ,the resorts would either be closed or 
without paying guests. 


The Synagogue Council’s New Program 


UST how much good Rabbi Ahron Opher 
accomplished when he blasted away at 
the “vested interests,” namely our national 
Jewish organizations, in resigning as Assistant 
to the President of the Synagogue Council of 
America, remains to be seen, but his action 
certainly has served to stir up the Council, 
as shown by the news report in this issue of 
the report of the Committee on Scope of the 
organization. 

The new program of the Synagogue Coun- 
cil seems to take in all the areas where Rabbi 
Opher complained his organization was ham- 
strung by “not synagogue Jews who have little 
concern for the survival of the religion of 
Israel.” 

But announcing a program is one thing, and 
implementing it is another. 


Yet even this is the smallest point involved. 
The major concern is what these “vested in- 
terests” will say about the program. Just be- 
cause the Synagogue Council, a heretofore 
powerless group, has decided to include in its 
scope of action, just to mention one plank of 
the new program, “The whole field of the de- 
fense of Jewish religious beliefs and practices 
which would include such areas as text books, 
stage, screen and radio, literature, pulpit and 
rostrum and legislation, where Judaism is at- 
tacked,” does anyone imagine that the Anti- 
Defamation League or the American Jewish 
Committee will now relinquish this field? 

If the directors of these and other agencies 
do as much as read the statement of the Syna- 
gogue Council, it will be more than should be 
expected. 


Rankin Not In Disrepute, But Highly Regarded 


OW those of us who read liberal publica- 
tions and the Anglo-Jewish press often 

get a distorted view of the real situation is 
shown by the recent vote of the House of Rep- 
resentatives approving bill 240-81, an additional 
allocation of $75,000 for Rankin’s Committee on 
Un-American Activities. Most liberals by now 
had been led to believe by what they have been 
reading that Rankin’s colleagues were thor- 
ouhly disgusted with him, and only tolerated 


* 


him because there was nothing that could be 
done about it. 

Yet a reading of the report of the action 
and of what some of the House members said, 
together with an accurrate interpretation of 
the overwhelming ‘vote of confidence the com- 
mittee received, would indicate that Mr. Rank- 
in and his efforts have been among the most 
noteworthy achievements of this session of 
Congress. 


Current Comment 


Parochial Schools Deserve Attention of All 
Those Concerned With Future of Judaism in 
America Says Rabbi Albert I. Gordon in The 
American Jewish World—At the Mid-West Con- 
ference of the Rabbinical Assembly, held in 
Chicago this past week, there was much time 
devoted to a discussion of the problem of how 
to provide a better, more adequate Hebrew 
training for our children. The inadequacies of 
the present systems were discussed in detail. 
There was a unanimity of opinion that the 
Sunday school system was utterly inadequate 
to give our children the kind of religious 
training and knowledge they must have if 
Judaism is not to be declared bankrupt, in a 
spiritual serse. The difficulties of the after- 
noon Hebrew class system were also presented. 
A majority of the rabbis and educators at the 
meeting believe that, in most instances, there 
are grave psychological problems attendant 
upon getting our children to attend Hebrew 
classes after public school hours. The majority 
of the rabbis agreed with the proposal that 
private daily schools in which Hebrew and re- 
ligious training would become a definite and 
integral part of the curriculum must be estab- 
lished in most communities. 


Recognition was given to the fact that the 
parochial school idea was not popular with 
most Jews. Yet it was pointed out that, in 
practically all communities in which Jews 
live, we are sending our children’ to 
private schools either because of the in- 
adequacies that exist in our public school 
system or because these private schools can 
in certain instances supplement the educational 
advantages of the school system. If this 
premise is granted, it was reasoned, why ought 
we not to provide for the Jewish training of 
our children under the most advantageous 
conditions? 

There are several such private daily Hebrew 
schools in operation in New York and Chicago. 
They are doing excellent work. Their educa- 
tional standards are high. Their pupils are 
not looked upon as “segregated” any more 
than are the pupils of private schools such as 
Breck and Blake in the Twin City area. 

The matter deserves the attention of all Jews 
who are seriously concerned about the future 
of Judaism in America. Perhaps we, in the 
Twin Cities, ought to appoint a committee of 
rabbis educators and laymen to give further 
consideration to the proposal.

NEW YORK—The centraliza- 
tion of all forces in Jewish yife 
on behalf of Zionism and the ap- 
plication of their energies and 
abilities in behalf of the land and 
the movement should stand above 
any other interest, declared Abra- 
ham Goldstein of Hartford, Conn., 
leading Zionist and a member of 
the National Executive of the 
Zionist Organization of America, 
in a statement issued here. Mr. 
Goldstein urged endorsement of 
teh ZOA slate headed by Dr. Abba 
Hillel Silver in the forthcoming 
elections of delegates to the World 
Zionist Congress. 

“The Zionist Organization of 
America has often been referred 
to as General Zionists and it is 
confusing to many what General 
stands for,’ said Mr. Gold- 
stein. “The truth of the matter 
is that the General Zionists is a 
party with an ideology and a 
platform. It stands first for the 
Basle program. It stands for the 
interests of the entire Jewish peo- 
ple without any proup or partisan 
interests. It calls on all Jews 
who are concerned with the fate 
of Palestine to join its ranks re- 
gardless of their labor views, re- 
ligious views and any other ideas 
that they may cherish.” 

Not Party of One Group, Class 

Mr. Goldstein termed the Zion- 
ist Organization of America the 
true people’s party, since it is not 
the party of one group, of one 
class, but of all groups and all 
classes. 

Because of this there is never 
to be any fear that General Zion- 
ism may swing extremely to the 
right or extremely to the left,” he 
declared. ‘These very elements 
within the party are the best 
guaranty for a balanced power 
and that a constant guard will be 
kept, so that no-group can get the 
upper hand for the benefit of it- 
self or another in the process of 
the building up of the Jewish 
homeland.” 

“The ZOA has within its ranks 
great admirers and devotees of 
labor in Palestine and outstand- 
ing religious leaders and laymen, 
and all of them find it possible to 
belong to one party.” 

Don’t Blame Z.O.A. For Errors 

Mr. Goldstein called upon every 
member of the ZOA to take an 
interest in the internal affairs of 
the Zionist movement by selling 
as many shekolim as possible to 
insure a majority delegation at 
the Congress. 

“Leg us not blame the ZOA for 
everything that takes place in 
the Zionist movement if we are 
rot ready to support the position 
hat its leadership should rightly 
ake in the Congress,” he stated.

PROGRESSIVE BLOC STILL ASKS 
FOR PLATFORM OF OPPOSITION

The Zionist Organization of America, in a Campaign adver- 
tisement recently published in the Yiddish press—in itself a form 
of “slumming and condescension to the Yiddish-reading Jews, rarely 
indulged in by the ZOA’”—demands that the Jews of America vote 
for its ticket to the World Zionist Congress for four reasons: 

(1) They are the only ones who are working for the Jewish 
Commonwealth “with a firm hand.” 

(2) They are the only ones to whom “Palestine is every- 
thing, Palestine—without conditions or reservations.” — 

(3) They are the only ones who “have always been the 
main supporters of Eretz Israel.” They are “responsible for 
the millions of dollars sent to Palestine from America.” 

(4) Not only are they the great philanthropists, but they 
are American philanthropists—‘Zionists who represent Amer- 
ica.” This last, it would seem, is a particularly praise-worthy 
quality. 

The General Zionists seem to have convinced themselves that 
the above mentioned arguments will have a powerful effect upon 
“the masses.” They apparently excel even the Lodges of Boston, 
for they speak not only to God but deign also to speak to the people, 
Good Qualifications, But Not Here 

No one can deny that these might be important qualifications, 
but we cannot help observing that in this case they impress one 
more as recommendations for a successful matrimonial match than 
for an election ticket for the Zionist Congress ... “We are all 
familiar with the match-makers advertisements in the press ... 
““Fine young man, excellent family, good income, completely 
Americanized” 

Furthermore, even a rich American uncle (this is the self- 
portrait that is painted in the ZOA advertisement) might have 
shown better manners. In the first place, the General Zionists 
would do well to cease wielding the weapon of their financial con- 
tributions to Palestine as a campaign argument. They must be 
told, once and for all, that the masses of Jews who support our 
Funds do not give to the General Zionists—but rather to the World 
Zionist Organization and the Jewish Agency, in spite of the fact that 
the men who occupy the dominant positions in those bodies are not 
Americans, nor wealthy philanthropists, and, according to the 
General Zionist interpretation, not even “Kosher” supporters of 
the Biltmore Program, And the General Zionists know well that, 
regardless of election results, American Jews will continue to support 
the funds which make possible Jewish immigration and colonization 
in Eretz Israel. 

No—the General Zionists have still not told us why we should 
support them in the Zionist Congress elections. They have only 
demonstrated, clearly, that they have NOTHING to say on this 
matter. Otherwise, they would not have made a statement such 
as the following in an election advertisement: “It pains us that 
the Labor Zionist movement in America has, in this election cam- 
paign, joined forces with Hashomer Hatzair who openly repudiate 
the Biltmore Program. This is another indication of the fact that 
we cannot always rely upon our friends of the Left in political 
matters.” It is obvious that the General Zionists approach the 
Congress not with a program, but rather with clumsy insinuations. 

Our difference of opinion with Hashomer Hatzair are clear and 
above-board. We have had occasion in the past to fight against 
Hashomer Hatzair, and we shall undoubtedly do so in the future 
as well. But it is pleasanter and more constructive to fight against, 
and when possible, to cooperate with people with whom one has 
differences of ideology, than with people for whom only differences 
of “President-ology” are relevant. 

Labor Platform Clear and Unequivocal 

The answer to the ZOA’s insinuations is to be found in the 
Labor Zionist Platform for the World Zionist Congress. The Labor 
Zionist stand on the question of the Jewish Commonwealth is there 
stated clearly, simply, and unequivocally. The voters will cast their 
ballots on the basis of platforms. Let the General Zionists tell us 
what faults they find with our platform—for this, and nothing 
else, is the crux of the matter. 

Characteristically, the General Zioninsts have nothing to say. on 
fundamental questions. Furthermore, we must bear in mind that 
differences of opinion in a Congress election campaign have nothing 
to do with purely local matters. Involved here are fundamental 
questions concerning the make-up and administration of the World 
Zionist Organization and the Jewish Agency, the policies determined 
and carried through by the highest echelons of the world Zionist 
movement since the last World Zionist Congress, and the policies 
to be decided upon and carried out after the forthcoming Con- 
gress. 

If the General Zionists in America are dissatisfied with the 
present make-up of the Jewish Agency, its policies and activities; 
if they feel that the present Zionist leadership has not adequately 
carried out the mandate entrusted to it by the world Zionist move- 
ment in regard to the Jewish Commonwealth—let them say so 
openly. What have been the mistakes of the Agency? Who is to be 
held responsible for these mistakes? If the General Zionists believe 
that Palestinian or European Zionists should not occupy the main 
positions of leadership in the Zionist movement, or that some sort 
of proportional representation should be instituted—they should 
say so in no uncertain terms. If they are of the opinion that Amer- 
ican Jewish money should shape Zionist policy—Let them not be 
ashamed of saying so publicly. 

Say Campaign Managers Lack Courage 

But such a stand requires courage, and the General Zionist 
Campaign Managers lack this courage. Thus they have been re- 
duced to pleading for votes on the basis of ludicrous claims and 
senseless insinuations, 
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Forward Writer Attacks 
Wise for Pro-Sovietism 
R. WISE is a “worn-out 
trumpeter” and should no 
longer be allowed to lead Jews, 
says the Forward’s Chaim Lieber- 
man. The tirade followed Wise’s 
appearance on a platform with 
the Soviet’s Ilya Ehrenberg. U. 
S. Jews were 
saved, Ehren- 
berg stated, “by 
the blood of the 
Red Army.” Oh, 
‘not by the 
American Ar- 
my?” asks Lie- 
berman. “And 
didn’t our 600,- 
000 Jewish boys 
contribute any- 
thing to the security of the 
American Jew?” 

Not only was Rabbi Wise “un- 
protesting.” This man, as ‘Wise’ 
as he is a ‘Rabbi,’ added fuel to 
the flame.” The writer denies 
Wise’s assertion that death is the 
penalty for anti-Semitism in Rus- 
sia. In fishwife fashion, he tells 
us he doesn’t like the rabbi’s pro-

But Dr. Wise makes it easy for 
the fishwives.

Sholom Aleichem’s Anniversary

Realism and Pessimism 


“M* OWN father, stiff-necked and Zionist, held the Klan’s emerg- 
ence to be a vindication of all that he had argued with me 
about—that it was fundamentally the same in this country as in 
Russia. . . . My father sounded almost pleased.” 

This excerpt is from a short story in a recent issue of Com- 
mentary which is, incidentally, a smooth, sly and studied journal of 
anti-Zionism, more dangerous than its predecessor, The Contempor- 
ary Jewish Record, because of its thin pretension to objectivity in 
Jewish affairs. More about that on another occasion. 

Certainly Zionism is in little need of explanation or apologia 
at a time like this. And the casual reference in this piece of fiction 
is by no means the first time that Zionists have been accused of 
finding pleasure in vindication of all their direst predictions about 
anti-Semitism. However, there are certain elements of the move- 
ment, in their application to the American scene, which seem to 
require additional clarification. 

K ok * 

THE TRUTH IS that Zionists were the gloomiest of pessimists 
with regard to the future of Jewish life in Europe, and it was the 
anti-Zionists who argued with them for years, claiming that there 
could be no doubt of the ultimate security and peace and justice 
which European Jews would find in a better world. Six million of 
our people have since gone to that better world, of course. 

And now, it is said, the Zionists gloat over the graves, and cap- 
italize on the tragedy to further the interests of their movement. 

It is necessary to face the issue now, because a somewhat sim- 
ilar situation is developing in this country. Many American Jews 
who are attracted to Zionism see in it a movement for the solution of 
the refugee problem. Their Zionism is an item for export only, and 
with no application to their own lives. They ‘pooh-pooh” fears of 
widespread anti-Semitism as false alarms, and continue, with the 
ADUL’ers, to toy with their ineffective palliatives. 


* ‘* * 


THOSE WHO UNDERSTAND the inexorable logic of Jewish 
life, and the essence of the Jewish problem, on the other hand,“real- 
ize that people in this country are not mysteriously immune to the 
malady of anti-Semitism by simple virtue of being Americans, and 
that the Jewish problem is the same in America as in Europe, dif- 
fering as yet only in degree and intensity. It is necessary to cite 
Gerald L. K. Smith, Pelley, McWilliams, college quotas, Gentiles 
orly, social and economic discrimination, Christian Front, Rep. 
Rankin, attacks on Jewish children, defacement of synagogues, etc., 
etc.? 

The Zionism which many nominal members-of the organization 
accept is to them only a matter of assisting in the = nae of the 
Jewish Homeland in Palestine. They are willing to subscribe to the 
fact of the nationhood of Israel, and agree to the desirability of a 
Jewish State. Beyond that, however, they do not recognize that 
Zionist philosophy is based on realization of the insecurity of Jews 
wherever they may be—because of the Jews’ own lack of status. 
The democracy of a country, or its state of enlightenment at any 
given moment (themselves subject to change) are not prime factors 
in Jewish security. Until the status of the Jews in the world is reg- 
ularized and normalized, our people will always be susceptible to 
attack. That will be recognized as the classical Zionist diagnosis, and 
it is as true of the United States as of Poland. 

VINDICATION of all their warnings of the fate that threatened 
European Jewry certainly is no source of joy to Zionists. If world 
Jewry had paid a little more heed to those warnings, the remedial 
measures, involving settlement in Palestine, might not have been 
so long and so disastrously delayed. 

And the Zionist approach to the Jewish problem having been 
substantiated by events, it is only logical to draw from that philos- 
ophy a warning to American Jewry that reliance on good-will con- 
ferences and anti-defamation literature will prove no more effective 
here than they did in Europe—so long as the nature of the Jewish 
problem remains the same. While it is true that American democ- 
racy is quite different from the European systems in which anti-Semi- 
tism flourished, the fact remains that the Jews have not changed; 
they still offer the same weak and vulnerable target for dissident 
groups in search of scapegoats. 


* * = 


THIS MAY SOUND like a rather gloomy prognosis, but Zion- 
ists are no more pessimists than the physician who correctly diag- 
noses the grave illness of his patient, and prescribes the proper 
remedy. Nor is the physician any the happier when, his advice 
spurned, the patient becomes sicker. 

The philosophy of Zionism, then, long since removed from the 
realm of theoretical hypotesis, holds the answer to the rapidly 
complicating problem of Jewish life in America. It is not merely a

EATH OF Isaac Alfasi. Likegress for the Jews, the Pope was 


so many other notables, 
this famed scholar derived his 
name from the city of which he 
was a native. Thus, he was 
known by the Hebrew name of 
the city of Fez, Africa, where he 
was born. After a life time of 
activity and _  contribu- 
MAY 19 tions to Jewish literary 
1103 and religious life, he 
was forced to flee from 
his native city, when he was 65 
years old, because of the pros- 
pects of a threatened death pen- 
alty expected as a result of sland- 
erous reports about him made to 
the local government. He became 
rabbi in Lucena, Spain, where he 
died on May 19, 1103, at the age 
of 90. Before he left Africa Rabbi 
Isaac had already established for 
himself an impressive -reputation 
as the author of his now famed 
compendium to the Talmud. The 
volume familiar to all Talmudic 
‘students as the “Alfas” eliminated 
irrelevent discusion and formu- 
lated decisions as they have been 
known to be practiced by Jews 
to the present time. Alongside 
with Rashi’s commentary, and 
Nathan of Rome’s dictionary, Al- 
fasi’s notable work has been re- 
sponsible for the perpetuation of 
the Talmud and its study to this 
day.

EATH OF Samuel Ailatri, 
Jewish political leader. Be- 
ginning his public career at an 
early age, Alatri for more than 60 
years led the Jewish community 
of Rome and bore the brunt of its 
contests for religious and politi- 
cal freedom. He made annual 
tours of foreign lands

ing with their leaders 

who inspired him and gave him 
courage. The Roman Jews looked 
upon him as their legitimate lead- 
er and chose him as spokesman 
for the deputations which annual- 
l waited upon Pope Gregory 
16th. Though hostile to all pro- 


charmed by the oratorical gifts 
of Alatri, whom he nicknamed 
“Our Cicero,’ but Alatri’s_ in- 
fluence with the pontiff proved 
effective only in individual cases, 
the general position of the Jews 
remaining prevarious. Alatri’s 
efforts finally‘ won success when 
King Victor Emanuel entered 
Rome in 1870 and put an end to 
the temporal powers of the pope. 
Thus ended the long period of op- 
pression which lasted for more 
than three centuries. Alatri was 
named one of the commissioners 
to reduce the chaotic finances of 
the city. He was later elected to 
the Italian parliment and was 
entrusted with adjusting the Ita- 
lian budget. The services render- 
by Alatri to his native city were 
acknowledged by the syndic of 
Rome, who at Alatri’s funeral 
said: “The city of Rome loved 
him like a father, and now she 
mourns him tike a father.”

In the 
truest sense, Israel of Moldavia 
was a religious revivalist, who 
did for Judaism what John Wes 
ley did for the English multitudes 
of the 18th century. He was re- 
verently known as the

1760 Name” (“Ba’al Shem 
Tov’) because of his 

radiant personality and the kind- 
ly and miraculous deeds which 
were attributed to him. Israel’s 
fame as healer spread not only 
among the Jewish masses, but 
aiso among the non-Jewish pea 
sants and Polish nobles. A tea 
cher of deep sincerity and simpli- 
city, he taught that true religion 
does not consist only of scholar 
ship or of the minute observance 
of many laws but that it must in- 
clude a sincere love of God come 
bined with a staunch faith in 
prayer. The movement which Is- 
rael founded won the support of 
more than half of the Jewish 
masses of eastern Europe. Chas 
sidism teaches that it is necessary 
to live and to serve God in a 
cheerful and happy frame of 
mind. Sadness and sorrow dark- 
en the soul and are not good for 
man. The ideal of the Chassidic 
movement was the righteous man, 
the “Tsadik.” He was the man 
who had reached the highest de- 
gree of communication with God, 
and therefore, can act as media- 
tor between God and ordinary 


people. The followers of the TSa- 
d:kim believed that they were 
capable of attaining a wisdom 
and a power which were not giv- 


en to ordinary mortals. The joy 
which this movement inspired in 
its followers is refiected in the 
famous Chassidic songs and 
d-nces which constitute a_ fine 
expression o- the Chassidic love 
for life and its appreciation of 
the wonders and beauties of God’s 
crcation.

NEW YORK—The names and 
addresses of another 75,000 Jew- 
ish refugees, containing the 
names of a large number of or- 
phans whose parents had been de- 
ported and exterminated during 
the war, many with relatives in 
the United States who had lost 
contact with them, have been ob 
tained by the American Jewish 
Congress. 


To date, the Location Service 
has on its lists the names of over 
300,000 surviving Jews, most of 
them in Europe.

The tires of our automobiles are wearing out, and new tires 
are difficult to get. It’s getting to be a common sight to see a man lugging 
a new tire home with him from work, gotten from “a friend”. 


Have you tried getting butter recently? Or margarine? Diff- 
cult, isn’t it? A quarter pound here, a quarter pound there. Hardly enough 
to spread thickly on even a thin slice of bread.
